lUrlan's Astounding Change o{ Base. 

''Let it never be forgotten, that no longer 
ago thin 1866, John II. Harlan, present Rad-

Now, presto, change, 
be is running on the side track laid down so 
skillfully by Will Brown at the Radical State 
Convention at Frankfort, and actually threat- 
ens the Kentucky Legislature with Congres- 
sional interference if it refuses to grant this 
charter ! Can the people trust a man who can 
change his position so easily ? Is it not much 
safer to trust an honest and conscientious man 
like Gov. Leslie, who voted against the, charier 
as a Senator under instructions, but who has 
promised to sign any bill as the Governor of 
the whole people that the Legislature may pass 
chartering this or any other road, not in op- 
position to the Constitution of the State? .

TAMMANY SPEAKS. 

The great Tammany has spoken and taken 
its pos urn in favor of the N'ew Departure. 
But Tammany is not what it once was. and 
it argues hut little in favor of any political 
movement that it should be put forward under 
tho auspices of that organization.

Mr. ISoss Tweed, who now 
stands at the head of Tauuuany as Chiei 
Sachem, has, by skillful manipulation of the 
political wires, risen from an humble con 
tractor to one of the millionaires ; yet, though 
he may control, through the machinery of 
his organization, alt the public patronage o' 
the city, upon which he grows richer and 
richer, it will be some time before the De- 
mocracy of the country at large will accept 
him as the great leader who is to gi-e the 
impress of his mind to the National Demo- 
cratic party. Tammany may have made 
M irrissey, the gauibl;r,a Congressmm, and 
may make Tweed thcd.ciator of New York's 
pilit cul policy ; but it is asking too much to 
have him accepted as the exponent ol Ameri- 
can Democracy, any more than to have Moi- 
rissey indorsed as the type of Americtn 
statesmanship most desirable as an example 
to the rising youth ol the country. 

Mr. Tweed, pitching bis key to that note 
of success, without regard to the means by 
which he has risen in life, strikes out in his 
welcoming speech with the Generalizing prop- 
osition, as the guiding star of his political

&c, &c ; ; all of which is very pretty, but it is

8. -Ives and posterity than merely to strike 
lor wealth, power, and ephemeral ease, while 
we permit political heresies to take root 
which will result in endless misery to the 
country herea'ter.

THE KENTUCKY CAMPAIGN -COL. J. Q 
CHENOWETH'S SPEECH, DELIVERED IN 
FRANKFORT, JULY 3d, 1871. 

Felloic-citizens : Two years ago I was honored 
by the Democratic party of thisScuatoriul Dis- 
trict with the honorable position of Senator in 
the Kentucky Legislature. In the discharge of 
my duties. I have attempted to merit your 
approbation, and am proud to be able to-day. 
Standing in your presence, to thank you for the 
iudorsemcnt and encouragement you have given 
me. As a Senator in the Kentucky Legisla- 
ture, I iuive not Indorsed all the measures that 
were passed by that honorable body, and on 
■he other band, I have regretted that some 
things which I thought should have been done 
have been lett umlune ; but I yield to the 
superior wisdom of older and more experienced 
legislators than myself, and trust that what 
has been done, will result in the promotion of 
the best interests of the State and of the whole 
country. 

PROGRAMME OF THE RADICALS. 

It has been tl e clearly defined programme of 
the Radicals in the campaign now being pros- .

lawry, and the terrible uin that the Grant 
administration is bringing upon the whole 
country. No kind of dodging or ground 
Scuffling will save their backs from ihe welling 
they deserve ; and no sophistries, excuses, apol- 
ogies or palliations will save them from the 
utter condemnation of the people. 

RADICAL INCONSISTENCIES. 

The Radicals come before the people of Ken- 
tucky with a falsehood upon their lips — pro- 
claiming amnesty in their Frankfort platform, 
when thev know that their party has constanly 
opposed every plan of general amnesty. The 
Ohio Republican platform strips the lion skin 
from off their pretensions, and tells us, in 
uninistaknble language, what they mean by 
amnesty. It is sheer demagogism to talk am- 
nesty in Kentucky, when the whole policy of 
the Republican party in Congress, and through- 
out the country, wherever they obtain the 
power, is to bind and rivet still more firmly 
the chains of political shivery on the white 
people of the South. I speak of the Radicals 
as a party. I have reason to know that there 
are many individual exjeptiou3 to the general 
role; that there are many brave and chivalrous 
men, who, on uccount of their ancient inbred 
hatred to the very name of Democracy, still 
cling to the Republican organization, who are 
in favor of their party adopting, in good faith, 
a system of general amnesty. Some of the 
Republican candidates of the Stnte ticket, I 
have no doubt, favor amnesty ; but I hold in 
my haud a paper signed by at least two ot I 
them, protesting against Congress doing any 
thing so foolish. 

WHAT THE DEMOCRATS THINK ABOUT IT. 

The Democratic pany believe in amnesty in 
its broadest and most generous sense. They 
say that the while people of Ihe South labor 
under no dissaliiljiies that have not been im- 
posed by the Radical party; they declare that 
the Fourteenth Amendment, which the Repub- 
lican party have fastened upon the Constitu- 
tion with Ihe avowed purpose of securing 
"equal rights" to all, abridges the political 
rights of whole masses of while citizens. 

We ask every man, regardless of former 
party affiliations, who wishes to see preserved 
what is left of the genius of our republican in- 
stitutions and of our civilization, to march be- 
neath our banners.

IMMIGRATION. 

Our opoonents talk about immigration

here is more demagoguery. What inducements 
do the Rndicals offer the immigrant ? Why, 
fellow-citizens, they tell him that Kentucky is 
swarming with Ku Klux, and that he will be 
unsafe in coming to Ibe State ; that there is no 
protection under the statutes for life, liberty, 
or property. 

Is there any likelihood of immigration to 
Kentucky when such forewarnings — false 
though they be — are rung in the ears of every 
stranger who chances to cross within our bor- 
ders? 

These charges, coming from Radical speak- 
ers and writers, have done vast and irremedi 
able damage to the material interests of th>- 
Statc. 1 don't stand before you for the pur- 
pose of defending any acts of 

OUTLAWRY COMMITTED IN KENTUCKY. 

It is well known to you that when this very 
question was under discussion in the Legisla- 
ture. I assumed if not a prominent at least a 
positive position upon it. Whether there was 
cause or not for additional legislation, I thought 
it proper to "make assurance doubly sure ' by 
guaranteeing to every citizen in the State — tp'e 
humblest as well as the greatest — that as far 
as legislation could go — even so far as expend- 
ing the last cent in the Treasury, that they 
should be protected in all their rights to life, 
liberty, and property. It is the duty of the 
citizen to obey the laws of his Slate, but it 
is the doublo duty of the State to give ample 
protection to each and all of her citizens. 

This is a question purely of State policy, 
with which the Federal Government can not 
interfere without violating and tramping under 
foot every principle of local self-government. 
It is true that ■ ueie a citiaeo of any of tba 



Slates of the Union is restrained of his liberty 
by a foreign power, it is then the duty of "he 
Federal authorities to interfere for his protec- 
tion. 1 remember, when quite a boy, how my 
heart swelled with pride of country, wheu the 
brave and intrepid Ingraham, of South Carolina 
— threateuing the wrath of American artillery 
— demanded of the Austrians one Kosta, who, 
as a citizen of one of the States of the Union, 
was entitled to the protection of the flag that 
proudly floated over his ship. History tells us 
that the South Carolina naval officer brought 
Kosta home — but history don't tell us that 
there was ever any demand made by this Gov- 
ernment, or any of its agents in England, for 
the release of Halpine, and other unfortunate 
citizens of this country, who were for years 
incarcerated in British bastijes for no other 
crime than that they were born under the yoke 
of Great Britain, and on the soil of plundered 
and persecuted Ireland. [Applause.] 

COMMON SCHOOL QUESTION. 

Rut passing on rapidly, fellow-citizens, I 
must call your attention to another specifica- 
tion in the Radical indictment. They charge 
— I quote from memory — that "the Democratic 
Legislature has not made ample provision tor 
the education of all the children in the State." 

Now I desire to know, and it becomes you to 
inquire of every Radical stump orator, what 
they mean by "ample provision for all the 
children in the State." Let's make the issue 
plain, and upon it have no prevarication or 
misunderstanding. Mr. Harlan, Mr. Brown, 
Radicals on the State Republican ticket, stand 
up and fell the people of Kentucky what you 
mean by the plank 1 have quoted from your 
platform. Do you mean to tux the white peo- 
ple of Kentucky for the purpose of educating 
the children of iheir former slaves? or do you 
mean to divide the present school fund be- 
tween the two classes? or do you mean to 
adopt the system now in vogue in Louisiana, 
South Carolina, and other Southern States 
under Radical dominion. 

1 hold in ray hand Ihe fourth article of the 
Constitution of the State of South Carolina, 
which provides that all Ibe public schools, col- 
leges, and universities of the Siate, supported 
wholly or partly by the StaAe, shall be free and 
open to all the children of the Stale, without 
regard to race or color. 

The Constitution of the State of Louisiana 
provides the same thing, with this important 
addition, however, that "there shall be no sep- 
arate schools or institutions of learning estab- 
lished exclusively for any race by the Stale of 
Louisiana." 

Here you find their meaning, and ynu don't 
have to follow one of lliem into his negro night 
meetings to understand what they all mean 
by "equality before the law. ' They mean just 
what is expressed in the thirteenth article of 
the- Louisiana Bill of Rights: "All persons 
shall enjoy equal rights and privileges in any 
conveyance of a public character; and all 
places of business or of public resort, or for 
which a license is required by either Slate, 
parish, or municipal authority, shall be deemed 
places of a public character, and shall he 
opened to the accommodation and patronage of 
all persons, without distinction or discrimina- 
tion on account of race or color." 

The whole thing means negro equality! it 
means that you. the while people of Kentucky, 
arc to be taxed lo cducnle their voters and 
peculiar friends. The Radicals in Kentucky 
have come lo it by "parallel lines and gradual 
approaches. " but now that they are there, they 
know nothing else — they will have nothing 
less. 

I have somewhere read quite a beautiful le- 
gend of three eastern, princes, who, having 
learned Ihe route to Heaven, started together 
for the "Promised Land." Two fell by the 
wayside, but one, Vishnu by name, accom- 
panied by a faithful dog, pressed on, over the 
steep mountains and through the trackless jun- 
gles, until at last he stood before the flaming 
gates of the Celestial City. The angel who 
stood at the gate was right glad to welcome 
the weary prince, arid invited him to enter? 
Vishnu, turning to the companion of his voy- 
age, replied : "And this, my dog, sha'l he come 
with me V" "No," replied the angel. "Fare- 
well, then," said Vishnu, "1 cannot enter, 
for without my dog, Heaven itself would be a 
waste." 

I mean no disrespect to the memory of the 
brave prince, Vishnu, by comparing the Rad- 
ical negro equality hunters to him. [Laughter.] 
Th»y certainly deserve equal commendation 
for their persistent search ; but now that they 
have at last arrived at the point, and ask of 
the while people of Kentucky ihwt -their "com- 
panions be recognized and admitted, the vo : ce 
of the people, as was that of the angel, will b? 
loud and deep, "you cannot enter." [Applause.] 
I have not a doubt but that Harlan and his 
friends will reply, as did Vishnu, "Farewell, 
without our niggers Heaven itself would be a 
waste." [Laughter ] Thank the Lord they 
will never find Iheir Heaven in Kentucky. 
They are on the wrong road ; and I will say to 
them, as did a wag to a good old missionary 
down in Arkansas, when he asked Iht mission- 
ary the direction he was traveling, "I have 
been on the road to Heaven these eighteen years, 
my son;'' "well," said the wag, "if you'ie bin 
on your road to Heaven eighteen years, and 
haint got no nearer there than Arkansas, I'd 
advise you, Mister, to turn round and go in 
some other direction." [Liughttr.] 

GENERAL HARLAN' S RECORD AND THE CINCINNATI 
SOUTHERN RAILROAD, AC. 

General Harlan is before the people of Ken- 
tucky asking them to vote for him for Gov- 
ernor. Well, Harlan himself knows well 
enough that he has no more chance to be 
elected Governor than he has of going to heaven 
nsiride the Radical platform. [Laughter.] 
But he has no reason to expect on that account 
criticism and searching analysis of his record 
will be ihe less severe. He has boxed aH the 
points of the political compass, and I defy any 
of his friends here to-day to point me to a sin- 
gle partv to which he has not been attached, 
or to a single question of any importance both 
sides of which he has not been upon. He and 
his party have awakened very suddenly to a 
lively interest in the Cincinnati Southern rail- 
road. Now, fellow-citizens, I don t suppose 
there was in Kentucky— certainly not in the 
Legislature — a more devoted or earuest friend 
of that measure than myself. I never — when 
advocating it — dreamed of it being a question 
meet for political discussiot , nor did 1 think it 
could he made so until Will Brown ran his lo- 
comotive into the Radical platform here at 
Frankfort. 

If they were in earnest in the desire for Ibe 
success of the measure, why did not some of 
the honorable gentlemen, who are now wast- 
ing money and time running and speaking in 
the State to no purpose, show their counte- 
nances in Frankfort last winter when the matter 
was being pressed before the Legislature ? It 
is mere demagogisni, and I assert here to-day, 
without fearing successful contradiction, that 
Harlan himself was opposed to Ihe bill, and I 
have good reason to believe that he would not 
be for it to-day were he not inspired with the 
hope of making political capital out of its dis- 
cussion in some of the counties through which 
the road it is supposed will he constructed. 

ECONOMY, AC. 

Our political adversaries are not particularly 
happy on the question of Democratic extrava- 
gance. I have occasionally heard them quote 
theaccnimt of items purchasedfor the Governor's 
mansion, some four or five years ago, amount- 
ing in the aggregate to $16,000; but when we 
plead as a set oft' the annual expenses of the 
-President's " While House," amounting to over 
$155,000, they are very willing to pay costs 
and dismiss their case. They tell us the Leg- 
islature has made extravagant appropriations ; 
but when we ask for a " bill of particulars," 
tbey are either not able or not willing to com- 
ply with our modest request. We ask the gen- 
tlemen if they are opposed to the $150,000 
a| pr ipriated to building fire-proof public offices, 
or the $75, 000 for the purpose of cleaning out 
the Big Sandy, or to any of the appropriations 
for the public State charities. Upon all these 
questions they are as dumb as an oyster. Now, 
I voted for all these appropriations because 
they were right, and I hereby pledge myself to 
vote for Carlisle's bill to clean out Salt river 
[laughter], provided, however, that the bill is 
recommended by Gov. Leslie as a charily to 
open a way back to iheir homes and friends for 
Harlan and the Radical ticket from the head 
w aten of that historic stream. [Laughter ] 



STATE FINANCES. 

But, fellow-citizens, if there is one question 
above all others about which the Democratic 
party have just cause to congratulate them- 
selves, that question is the management of the 
finances of the State. I challenge a comparison 
hetweeu the financial condition of Kentucky 
and that of any State in the Union, unless it 
be the little State of New Jersey, which is run 
by the Camden and Aniboy Railroad. 

When Gov. Stevenson took up the reins of 
the State Government in 1807, the total debt of 
the State was $4,611,199 48; when the Aud- 
itor made his report on the 20th day of May. 
the debt had been reduced lo $'2,843,031 46, 
showing in round numbers that $1,707,508 of 
the debt has been paid off in less than four 
years 

Now you roust bear in mind that of the 
total debt quoted as charjrrti against the State, 
there is to be subtracted the amount due the 
school fund, $1,652,0P6 73. This is a per- 
manent loan, and therefore cannot be redeemed. 
We find then that the balance of the debt con- 
stitutes the Slate debt proper, and is only $1,- 
211,394. This debt is represented by outstand- 
ing bonds, and will be paid at maturity. Iu 
fact, a commissioner has already, tinder an' act 
of the Legislature, been appointed to negotiate 
for the purchase ot these bonds. They will be 
redeemed out of the resources of the Sinking 
Fund — a fund held sacred for that purpose, and 
protected by the Constitution of the State. In 
ihe aggregate that fund amounts to $'t, 589, 435. 
In addition to this the Federal Government is 
indebted to Kentucky $1,200,000 of claims due 
the State for advances made during the war — a 
debt which has long since been audit' d, and 
should have long ago been liquidated. Al- 
though debts of a like character have been 
paid to the "truly loyal ' Slates, Kentucky 
will be forced to wait for her money until a 
" sense of returning justice'' shall come in the 
shape of a Democratic Congress. 

I desire, fellow-citizens, that you give this 
question your closest attention and scrutiny. 
Think w'nh what your State officers and rep- 
resentatives have had to contend. Remember 
ihe fact that, by one untimely stroke, you, 
the tree people of Kentucky, suffered the most 
stupendous robbery known to civilized ages; 
and although one hundred and eight millions 
of assessed taxable property was swept away, 
reducing the proper revenues of the State more 
than four hundred and thirty thousand dollars, 
your taxes have not increased: but a Demo- 
cratic Legislature coming into power, proudly 
and grandly triumphed over wrong, ami ab- 
solutely decreased your taxes from forty to 
thirty cents on the hundred dollars of taxable 
properly. That is what I call honest, Demo- 
cratic management. Now, fellow .citizens, I 
solemnly assert, and you arc able lo work out 
the proposition yourselves, that if this properly 
had not been stolen from you, there would have 
accumulated enough money from the four 
hundred and thirty thousand dollars flowing 
into the Trev-ury annually to have paid off the 
entire State debt and to have built a school- 
bouse in every county iu the Commonwealth. 

CONTRASTED WITH RADICAL MANAGEMENT. 

Now, my fellow-citizens, what have we seen 
of Radical management? My heart bleeds 
when 1 think of the condition of the poor 
Southern States, which have been dragged 
through Ihe very dust of humiliation. Look 
at Texas, the only hope of the South, over 
whose tnasuiticent prairie bosom the star of 
empire loves to linger. Less than five years 
ago the Democratic party were driven, not by 
the votes of the people, but by tyranny, from 
the administration of her State affairs. She 
was then comparatively out of debt, and her 
annual expenses amounting to less than $500,- 
000. The Radicals have already saddled upon 
the State a debt of $10,000,000, and increased 
the aunual State expenses to $1,600,000. The 
history of one of these States is but the re- 
peated history of all. 

I heard a gentleman from Mississippi, whose 
veracity could not be questioned, state that 
taxes iu that Stale had been so multiplied and 
complicated that he was gifled with uncommon 
genius who could tell whether he owned his 
own laud, or whether it hail been sold by one 
of the sheriff sharks, who infest the land only 
to prey upon the impoverished people, and 
hang like leeches upon their vi ins. And yet, 
in the depth of this poverty, the ignorant Leg- 
i-lature of .Mississippi passes, as a crowning 
act of robbery, a six hundred thousand dollar 
appropriation bill without saying lo what pur- 
pose one cent of it was to be devoted. The 
Legislatures of Arkansas, Louisiana, Florida, 
and poor, ruined, blighted South Carolina, are 
even more corrupt than those we have men- 
tioned. The rascals of the South Carolina Leg- 
islature actually, by their votes, embraced in 
an appropriation bill for their own benefit 
money they had lost on a ra'-e course. 

God, I pray, spare Kentucky, the land of my 
birth and the home of my love, from such 
plunderers and highway robbers as they are 
who control the destinies of our sister Souih- 
ern States! Poor, miserable merciless 
wretches ; needy, gaunt, rapacious scoundrels, 
whohave been vomited upon the South from the 
purlieus of Northern cities ; pimps and cowards 
who followed iu the wake of the army 
trains, and were left by the army as Moses 
left the lice and vermin in Egypt when 
he passed beyond the Red Sea ; jackals, they 
surely are. who prey upon the carcass which 
has been left by the sated lion of war; pol- 
troons, who valiantly tramp upon the breasts 
of brave men they dared not meet upon the 
battle-field ! This 1 consider by no means an 
overdrawn photograph of the carpet bagger. 
[Laughter.] But, fellow-citizens, there is one 
class of men in the ihe South who are, in my 
sight, infinitely more degraded and self-debased 
than the contemptible creature I have de- 
scribed, with his soul hid away in his carpet- 
bag. My idea was to give you such a picture 
of the carpet-bagger so that, when you come to 
see that Of the scalatcag, you would instantly 
recognize his bastard relation I Think of a 
man born beneath the genial sun of a Southern 
Slate, trained and educated to her peculiar 
ideas and institutions, glowing in the sunshine 
of her prosperity, hut mocking her in the hour 
of her calamity, and turning his heel upon her 
hosom when she lies low in the dust! Misera- 
ble wretches they must be — rank ard rotten 
with the foul virus of diseased ambition! foes 
to God and man ! spies and traitors to their 
kindred and iheir country ! 

I was for a long time at a loss to know 
where the euphonious name siaiawag origi- 
nated. [Laughter.] But an old farmer, some- 
where, settles the whole question. He says 
that whenever, in his flock of sheep he finds a 
mean, lazy black thing, with his eyes always 
sore.^tnn his nose always running, with burrs 
and thistles in his talc, and scales upon his 
back, and disease following wherever lie goes 
—that sheep lie calls a scalaway. [Laughter] 
I don t think this picture can be improved. 
[Renewed laughter.] 

FEDERAL MISMANAGEMENT. 

But is this miserable state "of affairs confined 
alone to the carpet-bagged States? I think 
not. I believe I am prepared to show that 
the administration of Grant, backed up by a 
Congress in which the old Greek with his 
fabled lantern wo;:ld die exhausted in his 
search for one honest Republican — is just as 
corrupt and far more dangerous ! I have no 
lime to go into details, arid will content my- 
self with a few observations that, to my mind, 
are self-evident and carry with them their own 
convincing weight of logic. The Democratic 
party lett the Government ontof debt in 1860. 
The Radicals, in less than five years, piled up- 
on the shoulders of the people a debt of more 
than two thousand millions of dollars. That 
debt bos gone into the hands of a few capital- 
ists, and it is being paid by the most grinding 
system of taxation and tariffs that has ever 
been felt or known in all the past ages. 

The Democratic party speut during the fiscal 
year 1800 about fifty-five millions of money 
in carrying on the entire machinery of Gov- 
ernment. For precisely the same purposes Grant 
and his subordinates, and the cormorants who 
hang forever hungry around the public crib 
have, during the past year, let slip over one 
hundered and forty-eight million of dollars. 
The Democratic party saved the public domain 
for the honest labo r er, aud never gave one cent 
of subsidies to auy kind of monopolies. But 
' the Radicals have giveu away to railroad ring* 



land enough for a magnificent empire besides 
sixty-five millions of dollars of the people's 
money. 

CRUEL OPERATION OF THE TARIFF. 

It is tfrne that the people West and South 
were understanding the slavish position they 
occupy lo the Kastern manufacturers and mo- 
nopolists. You may talk about Ihe Thirteenth 
Amendment abolishing slavery, hut the present 
tariff system of this Government is n more 
complete enslavement of'lhe honest laborer than 
any African slave code ever in existence. 

England, during the darkest days of her bis 
tory — when just emerging from the great wars 
of Napoleon, ladened with debt and deep in 
diplomatic troubles— commenced the reforms 
in her tariff which h»ve since been so perfected 
as to make the subjects of the British crown 
look down with compassion and sympthy upon 
the tariff-ridden citizens of this free republic. 

How long will it require the laboring inter- 
ests of the West to he convinced thai it is their 
labor and sweat and muscle which are bearing 
the burden of the national debt, and at the 
same time paying tribute to their Easteru mas- 
ters? Have they forgotten the increased price 
upon all the necessaries of life without a cor- 
responding increase in the rewards of honest 
labor? It is time that the people were begin- 
ning to learn the extent of the wrong which 
has been done them. It is certainly time that 
they should know that out of the six hundred 
and eighty millions of dtSllars wrung from the 
people by this tariff over five hundred millions 
of it finds its way into the pockets of the man- 
ufacturing kings of the East. 

It was not later than the first transgression 
of the divine law, that God spake judgment 
through the opening clouds, and declared that 
man should earn his bread by the sweat of his 
brow. Thousands of years had marked their 
impress upon earth, and the deepening shad- 
ows had fallen upon the mountains and plains, 
upon Ihe rivers and lakes of the past, yet there 
had come no amelioration of the divine decree. 
The meek and lowly Nazarinc came at last, 
and whilst he brushed not the sweat drops that 
glittered pearl like upon the brow ot honest 
toil, be declared in the spirit of the new dis- 
pensation, that "the laborer was worthy of his 
hire." The controlling powers of New Eng- 
land are adverse to this divine law — the spirit 
of the Government has assailed it ; but the day 
is fast approaching when the united West and 
South will, with a voice like the swelling tor- 
reut, declare their manumission from the 
fetters of Eastern capital acd from Radical dic- 
tation. 

TUB CONSTITUTION AND THE AMENDMENTS, 

Fellow-citizens, I have been educnted in the 
pure faith of the lathers who framed the Con- 
stitution. I have been taught to believe it the 
text of our civil and political worship, and the 
only chart by which we could be guided. But 
we have seen that sacred covenant torn from 
the altar, and the altar itself desecrated by 
sacreligious bands ; we have seen upon it the 
blood of an unholy sacrifice, and heard Ihe 
wail of liberty perishing in its name. 

What are we to do? It sounds like a ques- 
tion from the grave. I am reaiy to follow, not 
to advise. If the Democratic parly can go in- 
to power in 1872, I fear no evil even from » hat 
has been done. The amendments to the Con- 
stitution, whic.i we have been forced to accept, 
will be adjudicated by the proper court. It 
they are not void they are voidable, and will 
be so declared by any conscientious judge of 
competent jurisdiction on the bench. But it 
is folly for us to talk about disregaiding these 
Intendments until they have been set aside by 
the same authority which enacted them, or by 
the action of the Supreme Court, declaring that 
they were unconstitutionally enacted. 

Should we attempt anything else, it would 
be revolution as violent, unlawful, and un- 
democratic, as that by which they were orig- 
inally forced through by an unscrupulous 
Congress. I cannot agree with some positions 
that have been taken upon this suhject, but I 
am ready always to submit to the combined 
wisdom of the Democratic party, and I know 
that many statesmen who are urging upon us 
an advanced position are Democrats, pure and 
unadulterated as ever led the old parly to vic- 
tory. One of them, in the very hour of his 
greatest promise, with the eye of the country 
upon him, has been torn by an untimely shaft 
from his family, his party, and his country. 

But he will live in history; for wherever the 
brave are honored the name of Vallandigham 
can never be forgotten. 1 loved him because 
be loved the South and the Constitution, and 
in every political storm, before the clouds had 
broken into war, he manfully bared his breast 
to the fury of Northern fanaticism and defied 
the passions of the mob ! lie was always a 
mar yr to bis own convictions; and rather 
than soil bis conscience and slain his soul he 
left his family to want and submitted himself 
to exile. 

GRANT. 

Fellow-citizens, as sure ns the sun shines 
upon the earth this day, if the Democratic 
party fail to succeed in 1872 there will be 
great danger that the problem of self-govern- 
ment will have been decided. Grant once 
more elected to the Presidency, who can say 
that it will not he the last popular election that 
will be held under the Constitution. Grant is 
no statesman ; he neither knows nor cares any- 
thing about civil affairs. He is a political 
charlatan, possessed of some of the greater ele- 
ments of Cromwell, but unmixed with any good 
whatever. He would have accepted the Pres- 
idency at the bands of the Democratic party 
just as quickly as from the Radicals. Before 
his nomination he plead mercy for the .South. 
Since his election his words have been drawn 
swords and his breath ihrealenings and slaugh- 
ter. He depends more upon his power than 
his popularity, and if the Democratic party are 
but irue to the best interests of the country, and 
think more about winning than quarrelling, in 
a very short time he will have neither. Not 
being able to manage such minds as old Sum- 
ner and Carl Schurz, he has attempted to os- 
tracise and humiliate them both. His boat 
had commenced to leak nlread}', and before 
Morton and Cameron could bale out the water 
the ''old craft ' struck the San Domingo snag 
and careened. [Laughter.] 

Well, I know a poor fellow whose coal barge 
struck a snag at Cogar's Landing, in the raging 
Kentucky, and Ibe only consolation be found 
was in poetry. He stood on the bank and 
watched his craft until it had gone from sight, 
and then burst forth in the following beautiful 
choral song : 

"She heaved and sot, and heaved and sot, 

And high her rudder flung — 
And every time she heaved and sot 
A deeper leak she sprung." 

[Great laughter.] 

Now, I recommend these verses to Ulysses, 
and hope he will drawn from them such conso- 
lation as his situation demands. [Laughter.] 

Iu the meanwhile, fellow-Democrats, let's be 
careful and keep onr boat well corked and off 
the snags. [Laughter ] 

PERORATIOX. 

Fellow-citizens, I consider the campaign now 
being prosecuted in Kentucky for State offices 
but an evening skirmish before the storm of 
morning's battle shakes the earth. If the 
Democratic party comes into power in 1872, I 
believe in my heart that all nature would 
catch the inspiration of such a political revo- 
lution — the first pure days of the Republic 
would return — the spirit of Ihe great men of 
'87 would speak to us with Penticostal tongues, 
animating us with the genius which inspired 
the Constitution. 

If that happy day should dawn upon us. that 
written bond of union between the Sta'es 
would no longer be liable to partisan altera- 
tion ; there would be no more Civil Rights bills 
or reconstruction of States; there would be no 
more bayonets at ihe polls; no more Ku-Klux 
bills; no conferring of proconsular power 
upon the Federal Executive. I say, if this 
happy day should return, the smile of the God 
of nations would beam upon us once again; 
trade and commerce would spread their white 
wings upon the seas; ships of all nations 
would ride in our harbors and unburden 
their wealth, free from all oppressive tariffs. 
In return, we would carry abroad our products 
in our own ships, and under our own Hag. 
Peace and renewed prosperity would make 
every American heart glad, while all voices 
would join in the proclamation that endangered 
liberty had been rescued, aud a great Republic 
saved from political suicide! .

THE CANVASS IN WOODFORD-CAPT. J. C. 8. 
BLACKBURN AND HON- T. P. PORTER— 41 H 
OF JULY AT MIDWAY. 

Things are distraught in this good old 
county. And Democrats are compelled to look 
on and see the breach without the means of 
healing it. That the candidates cannot recon- 
cile their differences and leave the people of 
the county a unit in their contest with Rad- 
icalism, is a source of regret to all good Dem- 
ocrats, be they residents of Woodford or 
el-fwhere. Capt. J. C. S. Blackburn claims 
that be is the regular nominee of the Demo- 
cratic party tor the Representative of Woodford 
county. Hon. T. P. Porter aUo claims to be the 
regular nominee for the same position. Both 
being good Domocrats, this state of affairs is 
greatly to Oe deplored. Now. that Radicalism 
is rampant in our midst, it becomes all good 
Democrats to do all in their power to combat 
it and expose a united front. 

Having had occasion to visit Woodford, we 
embraced the opportunity of attending the de- 
bate between these candidates at Midway, on 
the 4th. We found assembled at the old Pres- 
byterian Church building quite a largo con- 
course of people to hear the dis-msiou. The 
issue between tbera issiruply, "who is the nom- 
inee of tbe party " 

Tbe Hon. T. P. Porter opened the discussion 
in a speech of one hour and ten minutes, dis- 
secting with a good deal of ingenuity the 
proceedings of the convention as published, 
wbicb gave Capt. B. tho nomination, claim- 
ing that they were incorrect ; that the proceed, 
ings as published, which gave him the nom'- 
naliou, were in due form, and that he was the 
nominee of the party. Mr. Porter labored 
this proposition with a good deal of ingenuity, I 
said, and lie did. 

Capt. B. then came to the stand, amid great 
applause; and for one hour and ten minutes 
held the close and undivided attention of his 
audience. The power and earnestness with 
which be spoke, tbe fair and candid niannei 
with which lie handled the facts, carried con- 
viction to the minds of his audience, and I 
ihiuk demonstrated the fact that he is tbe reg- 
ular nominee of the party. C tpt. B. also took 
the position that Mr. Porter was ineligible by 
reason of his disabilities under the 14th Amend- 
ment. He was opposed to taxing the people 
of Woodford to build the Woodford County 
Railroad, and predicted itsde'eatin Septerabei 
next. Capt. H.'s effort was one of great power 
and eloquence. A reply of fifteen minutes 
from each closed tbe debate. Capi. B., though a 
young man, met his old and experienced com- 
petitor in n manner that did himself infinite 
credit, and came through tbe debate decidedly 
tbe winner of public opinion. With all duo 
deference to Mr. P., I must say that Capt. B. 
is tbe abler speaker of the two, and in this de- 
bale showed himself to be more than the equal 
of his opponent. I predict lor Capt. B. a bril- 
liant future. The people of Woodford should, 
by all means, secure bis services, and they will 
have the assurance that be will represent them 
with ability and great fidelity to their inter- 
ests. 

Hon. T. P. Porter has been honored time and 
again; and while Woodford has so brilliant a 
young man, she would do herself credit by 
sending Captain B. to the General Assembly 
uext winter. Though he claims to be the reg- 
ular nominee, yet be is willing and proposes 
to leave the question to the people in primary 
elcctioii. This, it seems to me, is tbe only fair 
solutiou of this vexed question — the people arc 
to say at last, and why not now. But. Mr. 
Porter says that would widen the breach, and 
proposes to draw off if Capt. B. will — the old 
Indian's manner of gambling, " heads I win, 
tails you lose.'' So 1 take it from this discus- 
sion, and all I have gathered, that a majority 
ol the people are for Capt. B. 

Mr. P. ought to accept this proposition for 
the harmony of the party. It is tbe only- 
way, and it is to be hoped that Mr. P. will 
ncceae to it He has been honored in times 
past, and can well afford to surrender his 
claims, that honor may be done to one of 
his countrjman, who bears himself so gal- 
lantly in the contest, and shows himself a 
" foemau worthy of his steel. ' Tbe people 
want Capt. B , and Mr. Porter ought to submit 
to a primary election, that they may say so.

NEGRO KU KLUX IN BALLARD COUNTY. 

Blaniiville, July 3d, 1871. 
A few nights since, as a negro by the name 
of Henry Jenkins was quietly wrapped in the 
arms of Morpbeus, he was suddenly aroused 
by a rap on the door of his little cottage. 
He at once arose and went to the door, and on 
seeing three persons, appearing to be white, be 
demanded their business, when they told him 
they bad come for him. At once Jenkins 
sprang to his ax, which was sitting near by, 
and defied them to enter. They rallied for some 
moments and went away; but, tbey did not go 
far t for tbey were so bent on gratifying that 
hellish spleen, went to another negro in tbe 
town named Chas. Campbell, who was also 
aroused from his resting place by their alarm 
at the door. Supposing it was a negro of his ac- 
quaintance, he opened ihe door, and in stepped 
some one in white. Now, Campbell being a 
negro of unusual courage, and determined on 
selling his life as dearly as possible, grasped 
the Ku-Klux and thrust him to the ffoor, de- 
manding of him his name, which he correctly 
gave, and proved to be a negro personally 
known to all in town, by the name of Stephen 
Richardson. It all took place in an instance, 
and in came another, when he was done like- 
wise, and gave bis name (I remember it not I, 
and then the third also. Each of them was 
known to Campbell, and had painted their 
faces white so as to escape detection. They 
then told Campbell they had come for the pur- 
pose of carrying him to a creek near by, and 
putting him in it. Campbell is a negro work- 
ing at the blacksmith trade, and always has 
plenty of money. 

In my opinion this was a scheme worked by 
the Radical party for Mr. Grant's benefit in 
1872; but, without accomplishing anything. 
The negroes have not been dealt with yet. I 
suppose they will go scot-free.

A Brutal Mirder — About eleven o'clock 
yesterday morning, a brutal murder was com- 
mitted at Brucctown, in the suburbs of the 
city.

A surgeon was sent for, but he could 
do no good, as the unfortunate man died short- 
ly after arrival of medical assistance from 
he 1 orrage and the shock to his system. The 
only words the physician heard him say was to 
request a dose of morphine. Gunsawyer mado 
bis escape immediately after the murder, and 
has not yet been captured, nobody knowing 
where or in which direction he went. 

Lewis Duvall, tbe deceased, is a native of 
Franklin county. 

The following is the verdict of the coroner's 
jury: '-We. tbe jury, find that the deceased, 
Lewis Duvall, came to his death from a pistol 
shot in tbe hands of John Gunsawyer.

A Han Shot While Flaying Panther. 
A correspondent of the Clarksburg (West 
Virginia) Conservative, writing on the 12th 
ult., ays : 

A fatal accident happened on Leading Creek 
last week, which is a sad warning to those 
who are in the habit of playing jokes on 
children. The facts are as my informant 
etated them : A Captain Ford, of Barbour 
county, happened near Mr. Jesse Hornett's 
home with a panther skin, and seeing a little 
boy, about twelve or fourteen years of age, a 
son of Mr. Hornett, in a skirt of woods near 
the house, donned the skin with the iutentiou 
of frightening the little fellow, but as soon as 
the boy saw what he supposed to be a panther 
be ran to the buU9e and took down his father s 
rifle, and went in pursuit of the panther. 
He did not have to go far before he espied 
bim. The boy rested the rifle on a fence and 
fired. The man-panther gave a dying shriek, 
and, with a convulsive spasm, tell over 
mortally wounded. The little fellow did not 
■ee bis mistake until he went up to the wound- 
ed man. Ford lingered two days, and then 
died. 



Beard's System of Horse Stealing. — 
A correspondent of the Lynchburg (Virginia) 
News, writing from Rockbridge county, has 
the following account of the operations of a 
gang of horse thieves, who, we doubt not, 
from the way they are reported to do their 
work, have a branch extending into Ken- 
tucky : 

Lucien Beard and band are on the war path 
as I write. His modus operandi of horse 
stealing is thus : There are stands or stations, 
about thirty miles apart, from Northwest and 
Southwest Virginia to North Carolina and 
South. The stands are generally situated in 
out-of-the-way places, on abandoned roads, and 
kept by men ostensibly engaged in some other 
business. A horse is stolen aud rapidly run, 
at night, from "stand to stand'' until out of 
the State, and then sold. Lucien Beard is 
"Head Center,'' and controls all the movements 
and property of the gang, and makes regular 
and fair division of spoils after the campaign 
closes. He has numerous "strikers," who go 
over the country on loot, pretending to be 
looking for work, but really spying out good 
stock for the mounted men to pounce upon at 
night. Several of them preceded the gang 
through this county, on their way, they re- 
ported, to get work on the Chesapeake and 
Ohio railroad. The peopl" should he on their 
guard against theso "tramps," for they are all 
members of the band, and carry a full equip- 
ment of burglar's tools, to use as occasion may 
demand. 



Dog Fennel said to be Good Provendei;. 
— It is hard to believe that such an ugly, bad 
smelling weed as dog fennel could be made 
palatable for the horse ; but here is what a 
writer says on the subject : 

"There is a wild weed, known as dog fennel, 
that grows on almost everybody's land, and on 
all ground turned out to rest and regain its 
strength, from having been long in constant 
cultivation. There is enough of this weed 
growing in the suburbs of Memphis, if cut, 
cured and baled, to make hundreds of bales. 
Nothing will touch it in its green state, and 
consequently it is looked upon by people 
generally as a useless growth aud a nuisance. 
This weed, when cut, cured aud salted, is in 
elegant feed for horses, and they are very 
fond of it. It contains great substance, and is 
not only food but a good tonic. It is known 
to the medical fraternity as the wild camomile, 
and it is said that tea made from it is one of 
the best remedies for flux. Let every farmer 
cut his dog fennel, cure it, sprinkle it with salt, 
feed his horses on it, and thereby save and 
keep hundreds of dollars at home heretofore 
paid lor feed brought from other States." 



Death from Blowing Down a Lamp Chim- 
Nbt. — Another of those shocking casualties 
resulting from the use of coal oil occurred on 
the West Side on Tuesday night. Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Stark, living at No. 18 Mill street, corner 
of York, disrobed to retire about 10 o clock. 
Sue attempted to extinguish the lamp in the 
very common manner by blowing down the 
chimney. The lamp exploded, throwing over 
her the blazing liquid, and in an instant she 
was enveloped in flames. Her husband, who 
was in bed, sprang out with all possible haste 
and made every ellort to smother the flames by 
wrapping around her his coat and other gar- 
ments. The screams of the terrified and suf- 
fering women called the neighbors to her assist 
ance, and the flames were at length subdued, 
but not till the unfortunate victim had been 
terribly burned. Medical aid was called and 
everything possible done for her relief, but she 
died about midnight, after two hours of ex- 
cruciating agony. She was the mother of four 
children, the youngest a babe but seven weeks 
old. Her husband was badly burned in his 
efforts to save her, but bis injuries are not 
thought to be dangerous. — Cleveland Herald. 



.The Mobile and Uhio Railroad, says the 
Jackson (Miss.) Democrat, carries a combust- 
ible car, in which they transport coal oil and 
powder. Wednesday morning, as freight train 
No. 6 was going south, the conductor went 
into the car !o get out a barrel of gasoline. 
From some cause the gas became ignited, and 
in a moment the barrel and the car were in 
flames. Notwithstanding there were forty 
kegs of powder in the car, E. Tiffany, brake- 
man, ran and seized his blankets, dashed into 
the car, and actually smothered out the flames. 
His blankets, hris hands, clothes, and lace were 
burned, while the car was badly scorched. 



An Old Time Horse. — The following notes 
regarding the famous race horse Eclipse, are 
published by the Turf, Field, and Farm : 

The celebrated English race horse Eclipse, 
foaled April 1, 1764, was one of the most re- 
markable animals that ever struck the turf 
with his feet. Mr. O Kelly purchased him for 
$3,750, and it is estimated that the horse won 
tor his owner more than $125,000 in gold cups, 
vases, and guinea purses. He lived to the age 
of 2G years, wheu be died of colic and inflam- 
mation. Mr. Plumer, a son of Sir Thos. 
Plumer, the former owner of the estate of 
Canons, writes: "The horse Eclipse was buried 
in the park, not far from what is called the 
saloon front of the bouse, and there Tras a 
stone which marked the spot; but the exten- 
sive alteration which my father made, the 
stone, I think, got removed, i.lthough the spot 
where it was was well known to me, and is 
known to me now, and I shall be pleased to 
offer my services as chaperon to point it out. 
The skin of Eclipse was preserved in the range 
of Btables, and 1 will remember its mouldering, 
dusty, moth-eaten remains, which I am asham- 
ed to say, were suffered to decay, aud gradually 
vanish from sight and memory. The hoof, 
however, was set in silver, and preserved by 
my eldest brother, whose son now has it. The 
estate of Canons was won by Eclipse for the 
equally famous Col. Kelly, of whom my father 
bought the place for £60,000. Eclipse was 
sired by Marske, aud his dam was Spiletta, by 
Regulus. He died at Canons, where he was 
buried with almost regal honors. The chal- 
lenge whip was made from bis tail, and George 
IV and William IV each treasured among bis 
collection a hoof of the horse mounted in sil- 
ver.
